It was moved that the recently ordained pastors, Rev. Josef B. Haave, Enk 
Haave, Sigmund Bue, Lars Knudson, Marvin Odland; and Candidates John R. Groet- 
tum and Milton S. Johnson be admitted to the ministry of our district. Seconded 
and carried.

Seconded and 
carried. 

The result of elections to vacancies on the various boards was as follows:

Rev. K. Bergsagel was re-elected for a term of three years. 

4. Board of Parish Education: 

Rev. M. S. Johnson, Edmonton, Alta., was elected to fill the vacancy created 
when Rev. C. S. Lystig moved from the district. 

5. Board of Home Missions: 

Rev. A. Tveit, Admiral, Sask., was elected to the board for a term of three years. 

6. Board of Charities: 

It was moved that Mr. K. O. Eggen be re-elected for a term of three years. 
Seconded and carried. 

Mr. Eggen was elected. 

Rev. J. B. Stolee was re-elected for a term of three years. 

It was moved that the previous election of Rev. K. 0. Kandal to this board be 
approved. Seconded and carried. 

7. Board of Management for “The Shepherd”: 

It was moved that Rev. A. M. Vinge, Ryley, Alta., be elected as Editor Seconded 
and carried. 

It was moved that Rev. Josef Haave, Rose Valley, Sask., be re-elected as business 
manager. Seconded and carried.

Mr. P. Frostad was elected for a term of three years. 

Rev. K. O. Kandal reported on behalf of the Committee on Evangelist. Efforts 
will be continued to secure the Services of an evangelist from time to time. Many 
congregations have expressed a desire for such work. 

It was moved and seconded that the personnel of this committee remain as before. 
Carried. 

It was moved that a committee, consisting of Prof. C. A. Ronning, Dr. Iver 
Iversen and the secretary of the district, be instrueted to draw up a resolution with 
regard to the liquor situation in Canada. Seconded and carried. 

It was moved that our sincere greetings be sent by letter to Rev. J. P. Tand¬ 
berg, Rev. 0. J. Marken, Mr. P. B. Anderson and Barbara Finseth. Also letter of 
sympathy to Mrs. O. L. Falkeid and Mrs. T. T. Jevne in their bereavement. Seconded 
and carried. 

Moved to adjourn. Seconded and carried.

The Fifteenth General Convention, the 
Silver Jubilee Convention of our Church 
was held June 9—14 at Minneapolis. This 
convention was held in a world of stress 
and strife. A sense of deep seriousness per- 
vaded the sessions, yet there was the op- 
timism of faith. One realized more than 
ever the great privilege of serving in the 
church in a world desperately needing the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


In spite of travel difficulties the con¬ 
vention membership rose to a total of 
1125. Of this number 579 were pastors, 
457 delegates, and 89 Advisory members. 


The attendance from Canada was less 
this year. Compared with the convention 
two years ago the results are as follows: 

1940—Pastors 22, Delegates 4; 

1942—Pastors 11, Delegates 3, Advis¬ 
ory 1. 


That we are at war was evident. On 
the trains enroute and in the convention 
city the military was in evidence. Several 
of the chaplains from our church mingled 
with the conventioners. We note from the 
President’s Message that we now have 28 
chaplains in our church. In addition to 
this there are 210 chaplains from other 
Lutheran synods. Then too, numerous 
service centers have been established un¬ 
der the charge of capable laymen and pas¬ 
tors. There centers render efficient and 
helpful service. 


We congratulate Pastor I. J. Saugen 
in his service as chaplain! We believe 
that he is eminently fitted for this work. 
May he be upheld in prayer by the mem¬ 
bers of our church! 


The Young People of our church will be 
gathered in Bible Camps and Conventions 
when this issue of the Shepherd is off the 
press. To them we bring greetings. It is 
the prayer of those who truly love youth, 
that their young lives may be burning and 
shining lights for our Lord Jesus Christ. 
May the District Y.P.L.L. Convention 
theme “Onward Christian Soldiers” be ex- 
perimentally demonstrated in the lives of 
the youth or our church. . — V.

THE SILVER JUBILEE 
CONVENTION 

Midnight of May 31—I was on my 
way! Happily I settled down in the 
crowded train and tried to catch 
some sleep. I had a whole week of 
circuit conventions and speaking ap- 
pointments in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, ahead of me before going 
on to Minneapolis. 

There had been the usual hub-dub 
in getting away: the distribution of 
the children amongst various long- 
suffering relatives and friends, the 
preparation of the home for a long 
seige of neglect, providing for the 
chores during our absence, and most 
important of all, the imposing array 
of papers necessary for our depart- 
ure. We had letters of introduetion, 
bank permits, passports and permits 
for Crossing the border, and last but 
not least—had our fingerprints tak¬ 
en! We had to leave Canada without 
a cent of Canadian money on our 
persons necessitating the emptying 
of our purses into the lap of Miss 
Hovde, L.D.R. president, at the sta- 
tion in Winnipeg. Even after this 
precaution, my husband, to his 
constemation, found on arriving in 
Minneapolis the sum of a dollar and 
a half in an irresponsible trouser 
pocket! 

I must confess that I felt rather 
panicky when I walked into the im- 
mense Curtis Hotel where reserva- 
tions had been made for all mem- 
bers of the board, but I put on a bold 
front and tried to act as if it were 
an everyday affair for me — a far- 
mer’s wife — to register and live 
there in grandeur for a few days! 
And I felt decidedly strange when I 
walked into the Board meeting for 
the first time—late—thanks to mis- 
sing a St. Paul streetcar. But Mrs. 
Holstad’s kindly greeting and the 
friendly faces about me soon put me 
at ease. Almost immediately my 
thoughts were occupied with the dis¬ 
tribution of the Life and In Memo- 
riam Fund, and other matters of in¬ 
terest as well as importance. 

My delightful roommate proved to 
be Mrs. Sihler of Witrtenburg, Wis., 
and after she took me under her 
wing, I began to feel at home, in- 
deed. 

Thursday morning saw the open- 
ing of the Silver Jubilee Convention 
the most wonderful convention I am 
sure the W.M.F. has ever held. 

Inspiring singting by the vast 
audience, inspiring messages by Rev. 
T.F. Gullixson in his opening ser- 
mon, Rev. John P. Milton in his Bible 
Study, and Dr. J. A. Aasgaard in his 
twenty-fifth anniversary address 
were only a few of the highlights 
of the convention. 

Inspiring too were the early morn¬ 
ing prayer periods, meeting in three 
groups. The business was inspiring 
too. A vast organization, such as the 
W.M.F. has come to be from humble 
beginnings, would have to be in- 
spired in their business also. It is 
business for and about our women- 
business for our beloved church — 
business for missions — above all, 
“Business for Our King.” That is 
when business becomes inspired and 
inspiring. The reports are not dull, 
not tiresome — they are alive. The 
passing of the proposed change in 
the constitution and subsequent dis- 
cussions were, we pray, peacefully 


settled. 

Outstanding addresses were given 
by Dr. Marie Meyer who stressed 
Christian patriotism in every phase 
of life in her “Business, but not as 
Usual.” Rev. Roy Olson grew serious 
about temperence in “The Church 
Goes by on the Other Side.” N. M. 
Ylvisaker stirred the heart of every 
mother, sister, sweetheart or wife 
with “The Church’s Ministry to its 
Service Men.” The Rev. H. J. Glenn 
spoke on the serious situation of 
“Christian Education and the Pre¬ 
sent Crisis.” Mrs. Byron Nelson gave 
a challenging review of “Everyman’s 
Book.” 

Wednesday evening there were 
Historical Slides and moving pietures 
showing the growth of the W.M.F. 
and an informal reception in the 
church gymnasium. 

Thursday noon we enjoyed the 
festive Anniversary Luncheon at the 
Nicollet Hotel, where Mrs. G. A. 
Sundby gave the main address, “The 
Lady With the Lamp.” Also partic- 
ipating were first Board members 
and officers, first distriet presidents, 
first department secretaries, the 
Pioneer missionary, Mrs. Netland, 
and the pioneer deaconess, Sister 
Caroline Williams. 

Thursday evening’s session was 
one of the most interesting. Then 
we were privileged to see a proces- 
sion of our missionaries in native 
costume and hear a mission program. 
The main address “Missions Face the 
Storm” was given by Rev. Daniel 
Nelson. Musical numbers were giv¬ 
en, in Chinese by a group of mis¬ 
sionary children, in Malagasy by a 
trio of the Trygstad girls, in Zulu 
by Rev. and Mrs. Gronli, a solo in 
Chinese by little Halvor Ronning, 
and two lovely trios by missionaries’ 
wives—the sisters. “Praise to the 
Lords’ sung in 4 different languages 
brought the session to a close. 

The only regret we have about 
the department conferences is that 
we were not able to attend all nine 
of them. The distriet presidents gave 
topics on the convention text, “Re- 
move not the ancient landmarks 
which thy fathers have set” Prov. 
22:28. 

Special music by choruses, lovely 
flute, violin, vocal, and piano solos 
by outstanding artists, also en- 
sembles, added much to the enjoy- 
ment of the convention. The wonder¬ 
ful Jubilee offering, amounting to 
over $2 500. was given to Orphaned 
Missions. A special note of interest 
was provided when about 50 women 
rose to their feet in answer to a call 
for those who had attended the first 
W.M.F. convention, 25 years ago. 

Friday evening the L.D.R. Mo- 
ther’s and Daughter’s banquet was 
made richly impressive by the tes- 
timonies of over a dozen young 
women who were living the “Abun- 
dant Life” in various walks of life. 

Besides the W.M.F. convention and 
Board meetings, there was an added 
amount of interest and inspiration 
in seeing the large crowds that at¬ 
tended the L.D.R. convention, the 
large main convention of the men. 
the early morning service at Old 
Muskego Church, the seventieth an¬ 
niversary celebration of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Church. and the ordination 
service at Central Lutheran on Sun- 
day afternoon -\yhen several young 
men were dedicated to the ministry. 

We appreciated visiting the W.M. 
F. office and meeting in person our 
efficient Clarice. also talking over 
the work with D. Bergsaker in his 
office. 

It was a pleasure in itself to roam 
around in the Augsburg Publishing 
House where a good many of us 
would be tempted to quite cheerfully 
“go broke.” 

Brief precious visits with relatives 
and friends—a stop at Winnipeg to 
speak to the Ladies’ Aids—we are 
on our way home again.

“It Happened In My Time”. 

Mrs. J. R. Lavik 

Since my term as president of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation of 
the Canada Distriet covered a period 
of four years, my account of what 
“happened in my time” will neces- 
sarily be relatively brief. I can do no 
more than merely touch upon the 
beginnings of federated activities in 
the distriet. However, beginnings 
are important because they lay the 
foundation for later growth and de¬ 
velopment. 

As I think back over this early 
period, three events stand out clear- 
ly in my mind, and, around these as 
highlights, I shall try to group my 
remarks. 

The first of these is the organiza¬ 
tion meeting of the Women’s Mis¬ 
sionary Federation of the Canada 
Distriet, held in Saskatoon, Sask., 
July 4, 1919. 

Surely this was an event of far- 
reaching importance in any and 
every distriet! How important in the 
work of the women’s societies, we 
have been learning during the years 
that have passed. And we shall con- 
tinue to do so in the years that lie 
ahead, as the Lord guides and 
blesses our efforts. 

At this organization meeting the 
following staff of officers were elect- 
ed: President, Mrs. J. R. Lavik; vice 
president, Mrs. O. Ellingson; record- 
ing secretary, Mrs. S. D. Brun; cor- 
responding secretary, Mrs. H. G. 
Fatland; treasurer, Mrs. O. J. Govig r 
and members-at-large, Mesdames 
Knardahl, Wagnild, and Sandager. 
The department secretaries were 
later appointed. Thus the distriet 
organization began funetioning. 

The second event referred to, was 
the next distriet convention, held in 
a largé tent, erected for that pur- 
pose, near the Green Valley Church, 
Broderick, Saskatchewan, in July, 
1921. It was a large, interested and 
enthusiastic gathering. At this meet¬ 
ing seven of the distriet circuits 
were reported organized. The credit 
for this achievement must be at- 
tributed largely to the loyal support 
and cooperation of the circuit pas- 
tors’ wives, and to the many fine and 
devoted women of the circuits who 
were interested in the progress of 
the good cause. However, circum- 
stances, as for instance, the great 
distances between the scattered con¬ 
gregations in every circuit, making 
well-nigh impossible representative 
gathering and close contact, made it 
necessary to reorganize some of 
these circuits at later dates. 

The third highlight indicated was 
the distriet convention held in Moose 
Jaw, Sask., June 2-3, 1923. Reports 
to this convention showed that as 
usual, the women’s societies had 
been busy in behalf of the work of 
the church both at home and abroad. 
A sum of more than two thousand 
dollars had been collected for the 
Bethany Sunset Home, located at 
Bawlf, Alberta. A growing appreci- 
ation of the value of being a part of 
a large federated organization was 
also in evidence. 

At this convention a fine program, 
climaxed by an evening mass meet¬ 
ing, was presented to a large and 
appreciative audience. 

As my family and I were return- 
ing to the States, my resignation was 
tendered at this time, and the duties 
of distriet president assumed by my 
successor. Mrs. S. D. Brun, under 
whose faithful and efficient leader- 
shpi the Canada W.M.F. continued 
its growth and development. 

And here en ds my story of those 
early days.
